“ Refolved, That the Piefident of the United States be 
irq uelted to communicate to this Houle, the InftruGions 
to ead Difpatches from the Eavoys Extraordinary of the 
United States to the French Republic, mentioned in his 
jweflage of the 19th init.” 


They were announced on Tuefday, accompanyed with the 
following meHage, 


% Gentlemen of the Senate, and 
Gentlemen of the Houfe of Reprefentatives, 


“In compliance with the requeft ae Houfe of Re- 
prelentatives, expreffed in their sefolution of the ed of 
this month, I tranfmit te both Houfes the inftru@ions to 
and difpatches from the Esvoys Extraordinary of the 
United States to the French Republic, which were men- 
tioned in my meffage of the 19th of March laft, omitting 
only a few names, and a few expreflions delcriptive of the 
perfons. 

“ 1 requeft that they may be confidered in confidence 
until the members of Coagrefs are fully poffeffed of their 
contents, and fhall have had opportunity to deliberate on 
the confequences of their publication; after which time I 
jabmit them to your wildom. JOHN ADAMS.

The above meffage baving been read, the gallaries and 


houfe wee cleared of flrangers, and the Houfe were occu- 
pied ua reacing the papers accompanying it, from this 
time {about half paft owelve) until pait three, when they 


adjourned, without taking any order refpedting them, 

The Senateon Wednefday the ¢8th ult had before them 
abil oauthorile the Executive to procure fhips for the 
proteéiua of our trade, The blank was filled up with 12 
thips of a2 guns cach, 

MELANCHOLY. 

Tuelday foreneon, as one of the ferry-boats which ply 
between this city and Brooklyn, was crofliog, fhe fudden- 
ly filled and funk; the wind blowing very freth fiom E. 
N. E. and aftrongebd tide, of 8 perfons on board, viz. 
5 ferrymen and g paflengers, only one was faved, of the 
name of Edwards, a native of Ireland, who belonged to 
the ferry, and was picked up by a boat which put off 
from Brooklyn, Mr Clemens, one of the paffengers, 
who we underitand refided at Hempftead, is one of the 
number drowned ; the names of the others we could not 
jearn. 

’Tis faid the frigate United States will foon leave Phila- 
delphia, and take her ftation off New-York, where fhe is 
to be completely fitted for fea. We underfland a 
pilot has been difpatched to navigate her into port, We 
do not, however, vouch fer the truth of it, but believe it 
propable. 

The Danifh fhip Khrona, capt. Cros#macher, left 
Hamburg, for Philadelphia the gift of July laft, made the 
coaftearly in November, was blown off, and after encoun- 
tering a conftant fucceffion of contrary winds and hard 
weather, was on the 15th ult. caft away on Cape Cod. 
For three months the crew were deftitute of water, fave 
what they caught from the clouds: three of them died, 
worn out with fatigue, the capt. and remainder were fav- 
ed, the greateft part of the cargo damaged,

The old and implacable enemy to the profperity of our

Dr. Floyd, in whofe premifes the fire was firft difco- 
vered, gives the followingrelation, That on hearing the 
alarm of fire he arofe and upening the back door of his 
dwelling houfe, he difcovered the fore part of his kitchen 
itt a light blaze, and a piazza adjeining the houfe, on fire 
in two feparate places; and from every appearance of the 
fire at thistime not a doubt remains of its being the 
work of feme vile incendiary. 

No lives were loft--Mr, Thomas Barron had his leg
